causing the item to be transferred from the first consumer to the second consumer.

fee. 

10. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, in which causing the item to be 
transferred from the first consumer to the second consumer comprises: 

causing the first consumer to be notified to send the item to the second consumer. 

11. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

based at least in part on requesting from the provider authorization to transfer the 
item, receiving from the provider at least one restriction on transferability of the item; and 

in which causing the item to be transferred comprises causing the item to be 
transferred from the first consumer to the second consumer subject to the at least one 
restriction on transferability. 

12. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 1, in which the at least one 
restriction on transferability of the item comprises a minimum price at which the first 
consumer may resell the item. 
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13. (Previously Presented) A method comprising: 
receiving from a first consumer a request to sell an item; 

requesting from a provider, which is not the first consumer, authorization to transfer 
the item;
